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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Neither of the amendments filed June 8, 2009 or June 12, 2009 will be entered. Examiner notes that both sets of 
amendments and arguments would require further consideration with respect to the unexpected results as provided by applicant. Examiner 
specifically notes the narrowed MFR range from 6 to 30g/10 min and an added tenacity value limitation of higher than 23 cN/tex. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments filed by applicant are directed to 
unentered amendments. The arguments have been carefully reviewed. The applicants state that they have unexpected results. Even if 
the showing was found to be convincing, the scope of the claims is not commensurate in scope with such as showing. The composition of 
applicant is open to the presence of additional components and a wide range of percentages may be used. Therefore, the composition 
would be open to a host of additional components which would clearly affect the way the materials function notwithstanding the chosen 
percentages. 
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
